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Welcome Back, Marion Block Party

The weather was as warm and inviting as the 
atmosphere at the 2012 Marion Block Party. The almost 
annual fest, held in front of the Town Hall, attracted 
hundreds of people this year to eat some barbeque, kibitz 
over classic cars and enjoy summery songs from local 
musicians.

located on the Nelson Block. Over time, different groups 
sponsored the event, but in recent memory, it has been the 
local VFW that has taken over organizing it. 

"They led the sponsorship until 2010," said Block 
Party chairman Steve Gonsalves. "But a lot of members 
have passed or just gotten older and they weren't able to 
carry on the tradition." 

As a result, the party was not held in 2011. Since 
then, the Marion Fire Fighters Association and Marion 
Recreation volunteered to take over in conjunction with 
the VFW. 

"It's really in their [members of the VFW] honor. 
We're going to continue the tradition, but it's up to the 
younger generation to step up to the plate and take 
charge," Gonsalves said. 

This year, the money raised from the Block Party 
will go to fund the construction of a new playground in 
Washburn Park, as well as the purchase of a new thermal 
imager for the Marion Fire Department. 

"It's an electronic camera that works off heat 
images. When you're going into a fire, your vision is 
limited. We use them to help locate victims we can't 
see," said Fire Chief Thomas Joyce. The new camera will 
replace the original imager that dates back to the early 
1990s. 

The party ended with a huge bonfire in the field 
behind the Town Hall, next to Sippican School. Scrap 
wood piled 20 feet high blazed loudly as pockets of 
residents stood around to watch. Some held hands; some 
snuck a kiss in the fire light.

Skydiving For The Hungry 
By Eric Tripoli 

No matter what the reasons, there are more and 
more hungry people in the United States today The 
Supplementary Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP), 
or food stamps, is bending under the weight of over 45 
million Americans who now rely on it to help feed their 
families. And that number is growing. 

Hunger on the South Coast may not be obvious, 
but it is far from invisible. Even with the wealth of 
discount grocery stores and farmers markets, our 
neighbors are having more difficulty than ever feeding 
themselves and their children. 

"Life is not all about one life and what you're 
going to do," said Tabitha Tripp, a Tri-Town resident who 
has seen the faces of the hungry firsthand as a volunteer 
for Mercy Meals & More, a food kitchen in New Bedford 
which serves free breakfast to anyone who needs it. 

"They are open every morning and they feed 
breakfast to the homeless and the hungry. You don't have 
to be homeless to get a meal," she said. 

These days, it is often hungry people, not 
necessarily homeless, that turn out for breakfast at the 
kitchen. 

"What breaks my heart is sometimes I see families 
come in: moms, dads and their kids. And they're one 
paycheck away from being homeless, so they come in to 
get a free breakfast so they can put some of that money 
toward rent," she said. 

Tripp decided that she was going to do something 
other than serve food in order to help the community. The

church volunteer has organized an event for Mercy Meals 
where she and five others will jump out of a plane in 
September to raise money for the kitchen.

event. I like being outside on the water/' 

The race, which was held in Buzzards Bay off 
Padanaram, was originally scheduled for Saturday 
August 11, but was postponed until the following day due 
to inclement weather The course spanned 5.7 nautical 
miles and was broken up into six legs.

was informed that a pool of mosquitoes sampled by the 
State's Department of Health tested positive for West Nile 
Virus. As a result, the Plymouth County Mosquito Control 
conducted a ground spraying on Wednesday, August 29. 

"On a scale of 1 to 10, the risk of mosquitoes 
in the area is probably about a 5/' said Health Director 
Karen Wilegas. ''All residents need to take personal 
precautions." 

So far this summer. West Nile Virus and EEE 
Virus have been found in 83 and 33 communities, 
respectively, across nine different counties, and the 
mosquitoes aren't going anywhere anytime soon. 
According to Wilegas, the first killing of mosquitoes won't 
happen until the first frost of the season, which will not

happen until mid-to-late October. 

"It's a good hard killing frost, but that's a long 
way off/' said Wilegas. 

Residents are urged to take certain precautions 
if they plan to be outdoors during peak mosquito hours 
from dusk until dawn. Long pants and sleeves are 
encouraged as well as the use of a strong insect repellant. 
Homeowners should rid their properties of any standing 
water that could be attracting mosquitoes. 

Wilegas said students waiting for the bus early 
in the morning should also be taking precautionary 
measures since mosquitoes are still present in the early 
mornings. 

"People need to be cautious because one 
mosquito bite can cause very traumatic health problems, 
especially for youngsters," said Wilegas. "We really need 
to be concerned about everyone." 

Wilegas said Rochester was prone to infected 
mosquitoes because it neighbors towns such as 
Middleboro, Lakeville and New Bedford where there 
have been several cases found this summer She said 
Mattapoisett is also at risk. 

The State's Department of Health will continue 
to monitor the mosquitoes for the duration of the season. 
Wilegas said they would conduct both ground and aerial 
sprays as necessary in order to keep residents safe. For 
more information on the mosquito situation, visit www.

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they are allowed to buy unhealthy beverages in order 
to raise money for the school. Gordon said that when 
outside of school, the responsibility is on the parents to 
make healthy choices. 

In other news. Food Service Director Caitlin 
Meagher informed the School Committee that the food 
budget for the upcoming school year is in $108.00 surplus, 
a vast improvement from last year's $21,000 deficit. 
Meagher said two main factors in the improvement were 
the 25-cent increase in lunch prices and the fact that food 
costs were down $10,000 from last year. 

''We spent a lot of time shopping around," said 
Meagher, who estimated that without the lunch price 
increase, the budget would be in an $8,000 deficit.

Bedford and is designed to be able to provide enough 
electricity for the future projected growth of the energy 
needs of the water department. The city would not sell 
any of the electricity generated by the array 

The plan has been adjusted since its original 
proposal, including a reduction in the amount of acreage 
from 30 to 28.5 acres, as well as different drainage 
contours so that all the precipitation that falls on the area 
stays on that land. The plan also includes sand-based 
firebreaks around the perimeter to prevent a fire from 
spreading to or from the array. 

Moffett also said that the plans now include two 
different proposals for the construction of a berm that 
would lessen the visual impact for abutters on North 
Avenue. 

"One idea was to build a shorter berm with 
vegetation on top, the other was to build a slightly taller 
berm,'' he said. 

Chairman Arnold Johnson said that while the 
contents of their plans looked satisfactory, their list of 
applicable waivers was incomplete, including the lack of 
a traffic study for the area. Moffett didn't believe it was 
necessary because the land gets limited vehicle traffic. 

"Because the standards of review are kind of 
extensive, but our standard procedure in the past for 
these projects was that you guys take our standards for 
review and go right down the list. The ones you feel don't 
apply, you put a reason why you feel it doesn't apply,"

said Johnson. 

Moffett said that they would go through the 
waiver list again in order to provide the most complete 
picture of the project for the site-review process. 

''We want to make sure you have any site lighting 
or perimeter lighting and erosion control methods/' 
Johnson said. 

The Planning Board had no questions or 
comments for Moffett following his presentation. 

"We're the people who are going to be most 
affected by this project. We have no problem with them 
putting a solar project there. The problem we have is what 
we're going to have to look at the rest of our lives," said 
Gerald Silva of 12 North Avenue. 

He said that the shorter berm planted with trees 
and shrubs was the preferable design, but was worried 
about the maintenance of the area, survivability of the 
trees, and noise pollution that could result from the sound 
of traffic bouncing off the higher berm design. 

"In this particular situation, the land is owned 
by the City of New Bedford. They have a 20-year lease 
contract with Con Ed," Moffett said, adding that it would 
be Con Ed's responsibility to maintain the landscaping. 

Johnson suggested creating a higher berm but 
planting native trees in front of it rather than on top. The 
trees would be more likely to survive because their root 
systems would extend deeper and the run-off storm water 
could act as irrigation for the trees.

One worry that was consistent throughout the 
room was the issue of landscaping and maintenance 
of the vegetation on or around the berm. Johnson also 
said that they could require the landscaping be regularly 
performed via an order of conditions, but said that long- 
term maintenance in similar past projects has been tough 
to enforce and issues have often resulted in litigation. 

"Fm concerned that we don't have a mechanism 
to enforce the maintenance. If this is going to be a 
contract between Con Ed and the city, would we have 
to sue the city to get the trees replaced if they die?'' said 
Planning Board member Susan Teal. ''We need to figure 
out what we can legally do."

the Henderson family, creating a dam effect. 

Davignon stated that the new plan includes a 
retention pool and runoff plan that would minimize 
flooding to abutting properties. Still, residents were 
concerned that the new plan wouldn't change enough to 
decrease the flooding potential. 

''We certainly don't want to approve a plan 
that's going to create a problem for the neighbors," said 
Conservation Commissioner Bob Rogers. 

Davignon will continue to work on the plan. 
The hearing was continued until the Commission's next 
meeting on Monday, September 10. 

The Commission also continued a hearing at 
the address of 52 Pico Beach Road which requested 
permission to install two 100-gallon propane tanks on the 
house's property. The Notice of Intent was filed by Diane 
D' Orlando, who was also represented by Davignon. 

Davignon proposed the two tanks would be 
installed in order to provide heat for the residence and 
would be anchored onto a 3-foot by 6-foot concrete pad, 
secured with a helical anchor and surrounded by a 9-foot 
fence. The tanks would be situated in the driveway. 

The neighboring McGowan family voiced their 
concerns that the tanks would be too close to their 
property and that the fence would create too much shade 
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that would affect plants they have growing in their yard. 
The McGowans claim the tanks would be less than a foot 
from their yard. 

''We just want them to stay in the footprint/' said 
Peter McGowan. 

The Commission voted to continue the hearing 
until September 10 so Davignon could draft plans for an 
alternative location for the tanks. 

The Commission voted to continue the hearing 
for the Notice of Intent filed by Daniel and Laurie 
DaRosa, who requested to install coconut fiber envelopes 
of sand along a Coastal Bank and plant grasses and 
shrubs in order to protect them from erosion. The 
DaRosas were also represented by Davignon. 

Davignon said that the proposed bank as it 
stands now is unstable and that the sand would help 
stabilize it. The address of the property is 1 Goodspeed 
Island. 

The Commissioners were concerned with the 
maintenance of the sand and asked Davignon to provide 
a more detailed maintenance plan at the Commission's 
meeting on Monday, September 10 at 6:30 pm in Town 

Hall. 

EMC To Meet With BOS 

Marion Energy Management Committee 
By Eric Tripoli 
The Marion Energy Management Committee met 
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on Monday, August 27 for its regular meeting at Music 
Hall. 

At their last meeting, the Committee members 
received the first results from the energy audit they 
helped organize, the object of which was to determine 
how the town of Marion can make its public buildings 
more energy efficient. 

Chairman David Pierce said that the energy audit 
recommendations were sent to the Board of Selectmen 
and the Committee will be meeting with them on 
September 4. 

''[Town Administrator] Paul [Dawson] said the 
numbers looked good and felt that we should move 
forward," Pierce said. 'T think what we're trying to solicit 
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from the Selectmen is an idea of the palatability of this 
coming before the town at the fall Town Meeting, and 
what sort of aggressive steps we should take/' he said. 

Based on the summary, the Committee 
recommends three priorities for modifications of town 
buildings, which they sent in a letter to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

• Priority #1: Upgrade the lighting and sensors in 
all facilities except the Town Hall. The total cost would be 
$169,000 after applying utility incentives. About $113,000 
would go to updating the Sippican School. The town 
would save $65,000 per year in electricity costs. 

• Priority #2: Replace insulation and boiler 
controls in the Fire Department at a cost of $7,000. The 
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payback period, figured over seven years, would yield 
savings of $1,000 per year. 

• Priority #3: Replace the boilers in Music Hall 
and the Library at a cost of $44,000 with a payback period 
of 10 years, yielding energy savings of $3,000 per year. 

In the letter, the Committee recommends 
excluding the Town Hall from action due to the overall 
uncertainty of the future of the building. If all suggested 
recommendations were implemented, it would cost about 
$148,000 to upgrade the Town Hall. 

The Committee also discussed the progression 
of the proposed large-scale solar photovoltaic bylaw. 
Members of the EMC recently met with the Planning 
Board to review the language of the bylaw, but the 
Board felt that some zoning details of the law were 
inappropriate. 

"\ have suggested minor changes to things like 
the control of the lighting, and also if there is quite a 
large area of land involved, the set-backs be ratioed [sic] 
according to the size of the lot,'' said Committee member 
Steve Kokkins. "\ would suggest, first of all, the Planning 
Board will have some recommendation for their own 
changes.'' 

Chairman David Pierce said that he would prefer 
the EMC to have a workable draft written in conjunction 
with the Planning Board for a fall Town Warrant article by 
October. 

In other business, the fall Town Meeting is 
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scheduled for Monday, November 26 at 7:00 pm at 
Sippican School. As a result, the Energy Management 
Committee may reschedule their monthly meeting for 
November 12. 

The next meeting will be a meeting of the 
Southcoast Alternative Energy Collaborative on Monday, 
September 24 at 7:00 pm at Music Hall. 

New Sign Off Ryder Road 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

There was only one public hearing scheduled 
for the meeting, regarding the installation of a sign by 
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Edgewood Development Company, LLC. off Ryder Road. 
Tim Higgins was on hand to represent the company 

'TVe provided a color rendition of the sign we'd 
like to put at that location," he said, referring to his 
information packet. 

"What we're requesting is approximately 
a 48-square-f oot sign. All the traffic right now is 
going to enter and exit near it. That sign would not 
overwhelm that location. I think it would fit well into the 
neighborhood." 

The sign will not be illuminated in any way, but 
there will be a narrow roof on top to slow wear and tear. 

The ZBA voted in favor of the project. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals will be on Thursday, September 13 at 7:00 pm 
at the Town Hall. 



More Discussion For Main Street Garage Project 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 

On Wednesday, August 22, the Marion 
Conservation Commission met for their regular meeting. 
The first hearing of the agenda was in regards to a 
Notice of Intent filed by George and Lois Graboys of 95 
Holly Road. They would like to construct an elevated 
boardwalk on their property with a platform for storing 
kayaks and canoes. 

Dave Davignon of Schneider and Associates 
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represented the Graboys. 

"We had a meeting about a month ago and there 
were several changes made to the plans since then/' 
Davignon said. 

The plan has been updated to include the new 
FEMA flood maps adopted by the town earlier in the 
year. Timbered decking for the walkway has also been 
changed to a grading material. The new material will 
allow for more sunlight penetration than the wood that 
was proposed before. 

The Conservation Commission voted in favor of 
the project. 

Next, the Commission heard from Kenneth 
Mousette, trustee of Investors Fund Trust, regarding a 
Notice of Intent to construct a concrete roadway, cul-de- 
sac and storm water management system for two single- 
family homes on River Road. 

"There are no wetlands on the site. Natural 
Heritage has approved, saying there will be no negative 
impact to the site," Moussette said. They also removed 
proposed retaining walls and retooled the drainage 
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system to flow into a nearby wetland. 

"I think this makes for a much better design. 
We're able to keep natural vegetation and it fully complies 
with the storm water management policy. By removing 
the retaining walls, it makes it more aesthetically 
pleasing/' he said. 

Commission Clerk Norman Hills said that they 
would have to move the drainage pipe back from the 
wetland area because it is not permitted to drain directly 
into it. Moussette said it would not be a problem to 
relocate the end of the pipe. 

The Conservation Commission voted to approve 
the project. 

The Commission then heard from Peter and Asha

Wallace for their Notice of Intent to maintain two existing 
view corridors from the eastern edge of their lawn toward 
the edge of an area salt marsh. 

Dave Davignon was also representing the 
Wallaces at the hearing. He said they are looking to 
remove briars and invasive species from the property and 
have proposed some trees be removed for safety reasons. 
The plants removed would be replaced with native 
vegetation. 

The Commission requested that the trees 
proposed for removal get reflagged. As a result, the 
hearing was granted a continuation until the next 
meeting. 

Then, they held a hearing for a Request for 
Determination of Applicability filed by Steven Hurley of 
21 Bayview Road, who would like to landscape the site 
with gardens and add a granite stepping stone pathway. 

Michael Jardin was on hand representing Hurley. 

''What Fd like to do is bring in new soil to re- 
establish the line so I can plant some dwarf evergreens 
and native grasses and other perennials,'' he said. None of 
the proposed plant material would be invasive. 

Given the scope of the project and the amount of 
fill proposed, members of the Conservation Commission 
felt that Hurley should have applied for a Notice of Intent, 
not an RDA. 

"I'm not comfortable doing it as a request, I 
feel like we need an NOI on this one," said Chairman 
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Sherman Briggs. 

''You're going to have to develop engineered 
plans and send letters to all the abutters so they know 
what's happening," said Clerk Norman Hills. 

"But from a landscaping point of view, everything 
he's proposing is perfect and will work well for that 
area," said Commission member Stephen Gonsalves. 

The Conservation Commission voted to deny the 

RDA. 

The last hearing of the night was for Sanford 
Russell, Jr. of 5 Main Street regarding his Notice of Intent 
to replace a carport with a garage, remove a retaining 
wall, reconstruct the driveway apron and install a trench 
drain. This hearing was continued from the July 25 and 
August 8 meetings, both of which saw a considerable 
amount of discussion put forth by the abutters to the 
project. 

Neighbors were concerned about the scope 
of the project, suggesting that the height of the garage 
was too great and would impede the water view from 
yards and public walkways. A few people also worried 
about the risk of negatively impacting drainage for the 
neighborhood. 

"There have been a number of changes made to 
the plans since the last meeting. There has been a good 
deal of abutter interest on this," said Dave Davignon, who 
was representing Russell. 

"What we've done is move the building [garage] 
substantially to the east, approximately a 10-foot move," 
he said, adding that there would be no excavation 
needed on abutter property during the construction of 
the foundation. They will be changing the shape of the 
driveway so that excess rain run-off can flow down to the 
rear of the property. 

"The garage has been redesigned. There will no 
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longer be a door on the front and the back/' he said. In 
addition, a proposed access ramp will not be required due 
to the new location of the garage. ''We have updated the 
plan to reflect the new FEMA maps." 

"All three major aspects of this plan have been 
altered, from the size of the building, to the shape, to the 
location," said Hugh Dyer of 6 Main Street. "In my mind, 
that's a brand-spanking new building," he said. 

In addition, he felt that the abutters should have 
been notified about all the changes, as well as notified as 
to when the plan would be proposed at public meetings. 

Dyer was also worried that the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and Conservation Commission were looking at 
different plans at the times of their respective meetings.

due to all the changes made to the original plan. He was 
also skeptical that the proposed drainage changes would 
be effective as they were presented. 

''I think we need independent confirmation that 
the new plans would work/' he said. 

Given the inconsistencies he saw, he was 
concerned that the Conservation Commission had 
enough relevant information in order to make a ruling. 

"We're not increasing run-off from outside 
surface areas and the run-off from the roof will go into 
a dry well/' Davignon said. He agreed that there were 
significant changes made to the plans, but they were in 
direct response to discussions during meetings of the 
ZBA and Conservation Commission. 

"We are not required to notify abutters of 
proposed changes," he said. 

He said that the plan the Conservation 
Commission had on their record was the same as the one 
submitted for the most recent ZBA meeting. 

"There is no difference between this plan and 
what was submitted to them," he said. 

"I believe the drainage issue is still there," said 
William Rogerson of 9 Main Street. "Whereas all of 
the new concrete is in the front, the old concrete was in 
the front and the back," he said. 

Rogerson said that by having the run-off directed 
to the west, it will run down into the harbor during a 
heavy rain. Previously, it was proposed that the water

would flow in two different paths. 

"I think that's inappropriate,'' he said. "To the 
extent that sediment goes into the harbor, it gets stuck 
there.

test scores, the willingness to pass students and award 
diplomas when the skills had not truly been acquired 
were all too damaging to our school and our students for 
me to stand by and see what was once a glorious public 
school offering an elite educational experience become 
each year a weaker and weaker experience for our 
students. 

My hero and standard for action is and always 
has been Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Among his most 
meaningful statements for me are: "There comes a time 
when silence is betrayal''; "Our lives begin to end the

stands at times of challenge and controversy." 

I have thought long and hard about speaking 
out about the current state of education. I cannot be 
comfortable and silent. One of my considerations 
has been the heat I will probably take by inspiring 
controversy within the district and among parents and 
students. I have enjoyed many years of respect and 
admiration from parents and students for my teaching 
and devotion to education, especially in regard to high 
standards of performance and behavior, as well as ideals 
of creativity and imagination. Will the administration 
choose to attempt to discredit me, perhaps claiming that 
I am past my prime and reluctant to change? Or will they 
try to paint me as just a disgruntled employee? Neither

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of these is true. I have always embraced change; in fact, I 
have often been at the forefront of change. 

Much of what is alarming about the current 
state of education in our own Old Rochester district is 
attributable to data-driven decision-making and data- 
driven policy changes. No Child Left Behind is all about 
schools' reaching AYP - Adequate Yearly Progress. This 
AYP score is not about learning or about what is good for 
students, but about administrators and measurable school 
performance - a false measure of progress and learning. 
Our current administrators and School Committee seem 
to be obsessed with data and test scores. Administrators 
make decisions and change policies and curriculum 
quickly and without much thought to the ultimate effects 
on the quality of experience and educational culture. 
The School Committee approves those changes with 
little knowledge or discussion - approval based solely 
on promises of increasing test scores and a Curriculum 
Director who espouses the data-driven environment and 
has increased the narrow teaching-to-the-test mentality. 

In terms of graduation rates, the AYP pressure 
has created a "diploma at any cost'' practice in many 
high schools, ours included, and hence, fewer skills 
and less true proficiency. A good AYP score for a school 
requires that students graduate in four years; students 
who need extra time - a fifth year, perhaps - are given 
shortcuts to their diplomas. The school is maintaining 
its performance score, but the students who are given 
various ways out of completing requirements are then 
not developing the skills they need for lifelong learning 
and for the workplace. An attendance policy remains 
in place, but, again, in order to meet AYP, and to give 
students credits to graduate, absences are excused often 
without legitimate reasons. All of this diminishes the fine 
academic culture and emphasis on true learning that were 
once the hallmarks of our district. 

Encouraging students to complete courses 
through computer programs like NovaNet, instead 
of making up work or retaking a course when the 
students are failing or have failed courses, or paring 
down curriculum to some bare minimum requirements 
deprives students of the skill-building they really need. 
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The academic skills are not the only skills being given a 
pass, but also and more importantly, the personal growth 
skills needed to adjust to working with others, to cope 
with authority, to manage time and to work through 
tasks that are difficult - all skills needed for success in the 
workplace and in college and in life. 

Learning is what school is about - individual 
growth and development. Motivation, creativity and 
authentic engagement are the answers. Currently, the 
readiness and proficiency levels are worse than they 
were before the state and federal government invaded 
education. One measure does not suit each student and 
every school. Schooling is not business - not about a score 
and a bottom line. 

School administrators are losing sight of our 
mission, and the School Committee looks only at the 
data. Decision-making is top-down; not the collaborative 
effort it once was. I have been proud to be a part of the 
education and the truly fine experience the Old Rochester 
District has provided to our children; but each day for 
the past couple of years, I worried about what had been 
lost and what was being allowed to stand in its place. 
Again, from Dr. King, "Cowardice asks the question, Ts 
it safe?' Expediency asks the question, Ts it politic?' But 
conscience asks the question, Ts it right?' And there comes 
a time when one must take a position that is neither safe, 
nor politic, nor popular but because conscience tells one 
it is right." Please think about what I have said and why 
I have said it, and find the courage to ask questions and 
become involved.

Mattapoisett Resident 
Walking For Jimmy Fund 

Every April, thou- 
sands of runners hit the pave- 
ment for the 26.2 mile course 
from Hopkinton to Boston 
for the annual running of the 
Boston Marathon. In Sep- 
tember, however, the runners 
aren't running; they're walk- 
ing to help cure cancer. Mat- 
tapoisett resident Ed Talbot is one of those walkers. 

Talbot will join the ranks of thousands of 
walkers who will be participating in the 24th Annu- 
al Boston Marathon Jimmy Fund Walk on Sunday, 
September 9. The route 
follows the exact course 
of the marathon except all 
proceeds from the walk 
will benefit the Jimmy 
Fund and the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute instead of 
the charity of the runner's 
choice. 

"My main motiva- 
tion was that my mother 
passed away from cancer 
after an eight-year battle 
so I saw the suffering and 
I saw the hurt," said Tal- 
bot. "I also have a friend 
who is currently battling 
it. He just finished his first 
round of chemotherapy 
and radiation so hopefully 
everything will be okay." 

Talbot is no strang- 
er to the 26.2-mile course 
as he has completed the 
Boston Marathon six times 
and run a total of 20 mara- 
thons in his running career. This will be his fourth 
time participating in the Boston Marathon Jimmy 
Fund Walk. One might think walking would be 
easier than running, but Talbot begs to differ. 

"I would run it any day versus walking," 
said Talbot. "You are on your feet longer when 
you're walking and when you're running, you're 




used to a faster pace. Boston is very deceiving. 
Everyone talks about the uphill portion, but for the 
first 15-16 miles, it's all downhill so that beats up 
your quads. By the end of the race, you're really 
sore." 

Talbot usually finished the walk between 
seven and a half to eight hours averaging 16-17 
minutes per mile. While the course is tough, the 
Jimmy Fund makes the route as accommodating as 
possible, providing aid stations and food along the 
way. But there's something even more special to be 
found during the walk. 

"It's so inspiring to see all the survivors 
along the way," said Talbot. "There isn't a fam- 
ily cancer hasn't affected. We've been battling this 

disease for so long." 

Talbot will join seven 
walkers from Days Sports 
Shop in Fairhaven. The 
team, who calls themselves 
"Days Sports Spinners," 
met while taking a spin 
class together. Since its in- 
augural year in the Jimmy 
Fund Walk four years ago, 
the Spinners have raised 
$10,000. 

"It makes it much 
better having a group," said 
Talbot. 

Even though the 
Spinners have raised $3,000 
so far, there is still plenty 
of time to donate to Tal- 
bot's team. Log on to www. 
jimmyfundwalk.org and 
search for Talbot's last 
name to make a donation. 
Every little bit of money 
helps in the fight against 
cancer. 

"We are getting so close to finding a cure 
one of these days eventually it will happen," said 
Talbot. "Think of the millions of people it will help.

Premium Rush. Starring Joseph Gordon-Levitt and Michael 
Shannon. Directed by David Koepp. Running time: 91 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Premium Rush moves like New York City — fast and 
hard, with nary a backward glance. The movie is about Wilee 
(Joseph Gordon-Levitt), a NYC bike messenger tasked to de- 
liver an envelope. This envelope contains something very much 
desired by Detective Monday (Michael Shannon), a corrupt cop 
who wants to intercept it before it reaches its destination. Wilee 
is probably named after the luckless cartoon character, but he's 
more like the Road Runner, with the cop as the coyote. Most of 
the city cops in the film, including a bike cop Wilee consistently 
stymies, are annoyances or obstacles. It's an eerie coincidence 
that Premium Rush opened on the same day that New York City 
police, trying to take down a gunman, ended up wounding nine 
bystanders. New York's finest, indeed. 

Apart from its unintended ironies. Premium Rush is 
a fat-free thriller with breathtaking high-speed bike chases — 
we're told the footage is unfaked — through busy Manhattan 
streets. Professional stunt drivers can almost do flashy, bone- 
crunching car chases in their sleep, but what must really require 
nerve-racking attention are the many scenes here in which cars 
are always braking within inches of hitting a bicyclist. There's 
a lot of subtle yet thrilling car choreography here, reminding 
us that sometimes it's more exciting when you see two or three 
near- simultaneous accidents narrowly averted. 

Wilee is a great bicyclist, eschewing gears and even 
brakes; he relies on his legs and his instincts, and we see the 
latter at work at several points when Wilee has to make a split- 
second decision which way to go, and his imagination plays out 
various scenarios (if you go this way, you hit someone's stroller; 
if you go that way, you're gonna fly over someone's hood). It's 
as if Wilee's got a rapid-fire GPS in his head that steers him 
to safety — in most cases. The director of Premium Rush is 
David Koepp, who's primarily a screenwriter but has made a 
few interesting films, chiefly his directorial debut The Trigger 
Ejfect. Here, Koepp just takes us for a ride, no subtext required 
or desired. It's a trim piece of work, maybe his best, because it 
isn't bogged down and it knows how to sketch characters on the 




fly. In the minimalist- thriller race, I'll take this over the preten- 
tious Drive in a New York minute. 



It helps that the Road Runner and the coyote are 
impeccably cast; Joseph Gordon-Levitt is accessible, smart, 
athletic, everything a young action hero needs to be, while 
Michael Shannon, born in Kentucky and raised there and in 
Chicago, almost single-handedly brings a '70s New York flavor 
to the movie. There's more New York irritability, desperation 
and unchecked pride in Shannon's performance than in the 
entirety of the Taking ofPelham 123 remake from a few years 
ago. Shannon usually plays suffering saps in indie films (and is 
great at it), but here he's clearly having a great time and shares 
it with us. The movie doesn't stop there, surrounding Wilee with 
a crew of colorful support, including Dania Ramirez as Wilee's 
ex-girlfriend and fellow bike messenger and Aasif Mandvi as 
his dispatcher. Everyone in the film has New York fever, and 
every damn time you see a cop he always interrupts himself to 
hassle someone over something small. 

Premium Rush might be purer if we never knew what 
was in the envelope, but we find out it can lead to a little boy's 
freedom. On one level that's kind of a bummer — do it for the 
kid! — but on another level it adds some warmth and urgency 
to the chase. And the movie keeps going at a clip; the editors, 
Jill Savitt (who's cut most of Koepp 's films) and Derek Ambrosi 
(making his feature debut), can take a well-earned bow. This is 
the kind of low-expectation late- summer film that can all too of- 
ten fall under the radar but delivers more honestly and forceful- 
ly than most of its warm- weather predecessors. Watching Wilee 
and his cohorts bob and weave in and out of bleating traffic 
while Michael Shannon hilariously chews the scenery (minus 
one tooth) offers, if not pure cinema, at least pure entertainment.

EEE Virus Prevention 

Residents of Mattapoisett, know how to protect 
yourself and your family from the threat of EEE virus 
(Eastern Equine Encephalitis Virus). The best way to 
protect is to prevent mosquito bites. 

Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
makes the following recommendations: 

1. If you must be outdoors at dawn and dusk 
when mosquitoes are most active, wear long-sleeved 
shirts and long pants. Use mosquito repellent that 
contains DEET and follow the directions on the label. 
DEET concentrations above lA-15Vo for children, or with 
DEET concentrations above 30-357o for adults. 

2. Take special care to cover up the arms and legs 
of children playing outdoors near swampy areas. When 
you bring a baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage or 
playpen with mosquito netting. 



3. Fix any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

4. Mosquitoes can breed in water that collects 
in ditches, clogged gutters, old tires, wheelbarrows and 
wading pools. Don't let stagnant water collect around 
your home. (Information taken from Public Health 
EEEV fact sheet).
